1 . DEPARTMENT APPRECIATES EMBASSY'S COMPREHENSIVE REPORT 
ON UNITED KINGDOM LAW AND IMMIGRATION RULES FOR CONTROL OF 
AT, TENS AFTER ENTRY. 

2. RAMSEY CLARK HAS AGAIN BEEN IN TOUCH WITH THE DEPART- 
MENT AND FURNISHED FURTHER INFORMATION CONCERNING HOSENBALL 
CASE. ACCORDING TO CLARK, HOME SECRETARY HAS AGREED TO 
DEFER DEPORTATION UNTIL AFTER A SECOND HOUSE OF COMMONS 
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DEBATE. CLARK DOUBTED THAT THE HOUSE WOULD DEBATE THE 
ISSUE PRIOR TO ITS EASTER RECESS. 

3. CLARK HAS ASKED THE DEPARTMENT TO APPROACH THE HOME 
SECRETARY IN BOTH OF THESE CASES TO EXPRESS ITS CONCERN FOR 
THE PRINCIPLE OF FREE SPEECH AND TO INDICATE ITS DISSAT- 
ISFACTION THAT AGEE AND HOSENBALL HAD NOT BEEN ACCORDED 
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"DUE PROCESS” IN THE HANDLING OF THEIR CASES. CLARK BE- 
LIEVES THAT SUCH A COMMUNICATION WOULD OFFER MR. REES AN 
ATTRACTIVE OPPORTUNITY TO TERMINATE THE DEPORTATION PRO- 
CEEDINGS. 

4. THE WHITE HOUSE HAS REFERRED TO THE DEPARTMENT A LET- 
TER FROM HOSENBALL'S FATHER TO THE PRESIDENT. MR. HOSEN- 
BALL STATES THAT HIS SON IS ENGAGED TO MARRY A BRITISH 
NATIONAL, CAROLE DONOGHUE, WHO LIVES IN LONDON WITH AN 
ELDERLY MOTHER WHO IS EMOTIONALLY AND FINANCIALLY DEPEND- 
ENT ON HER. MARK AND CAROLE HAVE REPORTED THESE FACTS TO 
MR. REES. THEY HAVE INDICATED THAT IF MARK IS DEPORTED, 

CAROLE WILL BE PLACED IN THE POSITION OF CHOOSING BETWEEN 
COMING TO THE UNITED STATES TO LIVE WITH MARK OR OF UP- 
ROOTING HER MOTHER BY BRINGING HER TO THE UNITED STATES, 
SINCE CAROLE FEELS THAT HER MOTHER COULD NOT BE LEFT 
ALONE IN THE UNITED KINGDOM. MR. HOSENBALL ASKED THAT WE 
INQUIRE OF MR. CALLAGHAN WHETHER THE HOME SECRETARY WOULD 
GRANT MARK AND CAROLE'S REQUEST FOR WITHDRAWAL OF THE 
DEPORTATION ORDER AND. IF NOT, THAT THE UNITED STATES BE 
FURNISHED A FULL EXPLANATION OF THE FACTS SUPPORTING THE 
DECISION TO ISSUE SUCH AN ORDER. HE ADDED THAT IF THE 
LATTER COURSE IS PURSUED AND HE HAS BEEN AFFORDED AN OP- 
PORTUNITY TO REVIEW THE EXPLANATION AND TO PRESENT THE 
FACTS AS HE KNOWS THEM, HE WOULD BE PREPARED TO ACCEPT A 
DETERMINATION THAT IT WAS IN THE BEST INTERESTS OF THE 
UNITED STATES NOT TO TAKE FURTHER ACTION. 

5. THE DEPARTMENT WOULD BE GRATEFUL FOR THE EMBASSY'S 
ASSESSMENT AS TO THE DESIRABILITY OF TAKING ANY OF THE 
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COURSES OF ACTION SUGGESTED BY MESSRS. CLARK AND HOSEN- 
BALL. IN PARTICULAR, IT WOULD WELCOME THE EMBASSY'S JUDG- 
MENT AS TO WHAT RESPONSE EACH OF THE SUGGESTED COURSES OF 
ACTION WOULD BE LIKELY TO ELICIT FROM THE UNITED KINGDOM 
GOVERNMENT AND WHAT. IF ANY. EFFECT SUCH ACTION WOULD HAVE 
ON THE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. 
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
